| of His El:Qtoral Highneſs of Saxonies paſſing the Rhine with the Army under His Com» 
mand. On the 26 and 27 of Fune; an Account of fo great Importance and fo little 
expected either by the Contederates or the Enemy, by reaſon of the great dificulty of 
the Enrerprice, that it has as much rejoyced the Firſt, as it has ſtruck a terror amongſt 
the Latter. The particulars of this great Action is as fallows. 

After the French that lay Intrencht on the other {ide of rhe ®bine near Manbeim, had for ſeverl da 
fariouſly plaied with their Cannon on this ſide of the River to hinder our Menito paſsit: Fi EleRoral 
Highneſs of Saxoxy accompanied by the EleCStoral Prince His Son, the vel Marſhal Caprara and the 
General Schor:ing, went the 27 of Fure about One a Clock iv theMorning towards the Bridge of the 
Neckar, to find outa paſſage over the Rhine; attcr they were 1: ved bout aLea ue below Manheim, they 
found an Iſland near a Ferry called the Sandbofer-Ferry; His Ele&oral Highneſs immediately ſent ſome to 
take a veiw of it, and whereas it was obſery*d that it was a very advantagious Poſt, and that near it there 
was ſtill remaining part of the Bridge the Enemy bad demokſh't; His Eletoral Highneſs ordered inſtantly 
ſome Hundereds of men to paſs over in Boars and :9 :ake poſſeſſion of ir, which before break of day was 
execured fo ſecretly that the French, altho in a m«nner Gone 1n their tight, had not theleaſt notice of ir, 
ſtaying all the day following in the Fort only half aM'lc diſtant from the ſaid Hand. 

The French that had poſleſſed themſelves of th:: Hfland were moſt put to the Sword: A Souldier of 
Oppav, called Chriſt«ffle Ruff ſhot the French Sentenal like a Bird from aTree,the reſt were driven into the 
River, and their Cannon Seized, ſome of them geting over; and informing of this News, thoſe that lay 

” in the Fort on the other {ide of the River, they immediately abandon'd the ſaid Forr, the Footretreating 
” towards Philipsbourg, and the Horſe towards Creutzzak. And His Eleoral Highneſs finding that be-

An1 its thought His Ele&2oral Highneſs has a deſign upon Landaw, a very conſiderable Fortreſs, which 
< {4id to be very ill provided, and one of thoſe places our of which the French have Drawn moſt of their 

Garriſon togreinforce their Army. ; 

The French that are till in the Pelatinate are in the greateſt terror in the world, they have abandon'4 
mo't of the Places they were in poſſeſſion of, amongſt which there is Horms and Newſted, and all this 
in ſo great a haſt they were nor able to burn them. They have alſo abandon'd the Caftle of Leininges 

. which the Confederates have poſſeſſed themſelves of. We have made'a great niany Priſoners and a- 
monlt them a conſiderable number of Officers. In Worms alone we bave ſeiced four French Captains 
and a Quartermaſter. | | | | |

From Savoy we have a full: Confirmation of raiſing the Siege of Cons, -and beſides, we are told, thar 
the French have been forc'd to raiſe the Blockade of Montmeban, in fuch a manner that it turns to their 
everlaſting ſhame. The Goyetnor of Monemelian ſent a Trumpeter to the French commander of the 
Blockade, deſiring him to grant him a paſs port to pay his devotion to a Church out of the City, vety 
famous amongſt the Roman Carholicks; 'The Commander readily granted ir, but the Governor being 
ſenſible of the French faith, foreſaw very well they would break their word, and indeed the whole buſ:- 
nels was contriv*d to ſurprize them. After he had laid a Confiderable Body of his men into an Ambuſh, 
he went out in a Proceſſion accompan'd by his Guards, The French, againſt their promiſe did nor fail 
10 fall upon him; bur he retreating with his men, drew them into the ſame Ambuſh, and 600 of the
